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CONGRESSIONAL PROUEEDINGS,

The following are the Congressional progpods
\ngs of yesterday, continued from our Fourth
Edition :—

The Suffrage bill for the District of Oolumbia
was taken up 0t 1245 The pendiog question wis
npon Mr, Ihxon's amendment, 1o insert as A quali-
ticntion that no one who hns not herelofore voled
whal) be nilowed 10 yots unless be can read and
write his name,

Mr. COWAN, of Peansylvania, opposad Lhis is
an nnwise gualification, 1t wns but a mociery.
He would fnvor such o guanalification as fXR0 edn
Euowledge of the Consttntion and Isws. That
wonld fit o man votonly for yvoting, but for aseat
on this floor, for he had heard men here who did
not seem to Know what an esport faclo Iawis. If
he had n gualification to apply, it would be that
no perron should be admitted to this naw privilega
who bnd given aid apd comlort to the rebellion;
for he had heard that there wera negroea here who
symphthized with the rebels in the late war,

Mr. FOSTER, of Qonnecticut, differsad very
widely from Mr. Jownn in his estimate of the
value of reading nand writing. He would think,
trom Mr. Cownn's speech, that he was freab from
rending “Much Ado About Nothiog," and that he
sgreed with DMy, Justice Dogberry that 4o bs n
well formed man wae the gift of fortans, but to
read tnd wiite came by natore,” He (Mr. Foster,)
thomght it o safe proposition that & mas Who
could neither rend or write was unfit fo exercise
the eleotive franchise, There were exceptions, but
very faw. It wnsa mistake to say that this l.drl\
of qualification cnme from NMassschuretts, Con.
peciicut in 1855 adopted n gualifieation that no

rson should pe sllowed to vole who wre unable
r:"md the constitution or auy section of the lnwn_
This was copled by Maseachusetts in 1557, 1In 1515
the State of Connectent adopted a constitution,
making the possession of A good moral character a
condition of the exercise of the elactive franchi e
In 865 1t added the rending snd writing quslifi-
cation, and ne thought this was astep in the right
direction, !

He (Mr. Foster) was surprised to hear the Sen«
ator from Muassnchusetts (Mr. Wilson) say that
from 1760 to the present time we hod suffered no-
thing from ignorance. It was troe that most of the
men who iInsugurated the rebellion were sdadated
men; but most of them were Inmentably ignornnt
of the character of northern men, and hair capi-
city 1o resist the effort at secession. The mass of
the men who made up the rebal ATMIA Were Igno«
rant and nnlettered men, These were the men
who kept np the war. Ignorance and deprayity
nad done all the harm.

He (Mr, Foster) was In favor of enlarged suf.
frage. The bronder the basis of suilrage the more
stable would be the government, He would lat
every person who wns fil 10 vota do so, He vo'ed

esterday for femule safltnge—not becaunse he ba.
fhﬂrud the great mass of femules wonld vote, That
was not the guestion. He voted for female suof-
Irage beonuse he covld se8 no reason for denying
the right to any person who was fit to vole. To
enlarge the suffroge was to ludrease the number of
porsons who would feel dirpctly interssted in the
government; but while be was In favorof enlarged
suflrage withont reterence to ruce, color or sex, e
was not in favor of allowing grossly ignorant
men, most of whom would be immoral bechunse
ignorant, to exercise the right of snflrage,

He diday. believe the Interests of soclely would
B¢ eafe without some test of intelligence. He
would ask the Sepator from Massachusestis ( Mr
Wilson) whether If he were 8 member of the hns.
sachusetts Legisinture he wounld vote for n man
for United Siates Senator wbo eonld neither read
or write! Would he confirm a man for Ohief Jus-
tics or Judge of the Suprema Coorl who conld
neither rend or wrilel He supposed no man
would do that. He understood nil Senntors op-
posed to this amendment to vo'e that o muan need
not be able 1o read or wrile In order to be it to
vote, ‘What wis the ballot-box! It was the
highest tribnnal of the land. The decision of the
Supreme Court could be reversed st the ballor-
box, indirectly, perhaps, but it could be dons. It
an act of OCongress was unwise or Injadiclons, it
would be repealed at the ballot-box,

It was proposed to allow men who could neither
read nor write to correot the mistakes of Uongress,
It eeeroed to him (Mr, Foster) absurd to say that a
man who conld not read nor write was not fit to
#it in the Supremes Court, and yet to sny that he
wis fit to sit in judgment upon the nots and deci-
sions of the Supreme Court. He could not see
what protection the ballot-box was 1o a man who
conld not rend. As n general principle he sub.
mitted that there was no salety ln lgnorant
sulfrage.

1n conclusion, Mr, Foster expressad the fenr that
the ballot in the hande of ignorant freedmean wounld
be used by the very men ngrinst whom the friends
of unguulified suflrage desired to protect them.
He wished Mr. Dixon's amendment wus strouger,
He would be willing to move an amendment to it
that this gunlification shall not apply to those who
nave served in the Unplon army. He thought It
would pe well, if practicable, to superadd to edu-
cation a good moral character. He wonld vote for
the bill If the pendiog ameéndment wus adopled,
Withount it wns, ha could not vo'e for it.

Mr. COWAN again took the floor, reiteraling the
views already expressed againet the bill wnd
Amendments.

Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN, of New Jersey, re-
plied to the arguoment of Mr. Cowan that this was
an ex post facto law, o the punishment it provided
for rebeis. There was a ditference between &bso-
late rights and conditional rights, A man's Hfe
could not be taken away without conviction for
crime, but o legisinture could take awny the right
to vote nt twenity.one years and fix it at thirty.
The Senate wounld not vote forthis bill as a poan-
ishment, It wonld give the right to vote to & re-
formed rebel. The natton had & right to Insist npon
loyalty as o qualification for sufirage. The people
of the south would be forgiven ns £oon A= Lhey ex-
hibited loyalty, but the people of the loyal States
were inexorably lu earnest in their determination
to eradicate slavery and disloyalty, Whenever the
south uscquiesced in terms embracing these con-
ditions, the whole difficulty wonld bo at An end,
This Inw was not ex posf fucto, for there wis o law
in the statute book since 170U declaring ail who
hnd given aid and comfort to the enemy to ba clvilly
dead. Praoctically, said Mr. Frelinghoysen, this is
& white man's government, 1 would ke tosee the
men who could pointto this fact asserted in the
Constitution. L1fthe binck race was Inferlor, It was
Do renson why it shonld be oppressed by the supe-
ior race,

It wans asserted that by giving the colored race
the right to vote we were Inducing distastefal as-
sociations betwean the races. This wus but the echo
of an old prejodice. There was no connection be-
tween the two. It did not follow that o man was
soclally your equal becauseé he enjoyed with you
the right to vote,

Mr. F. contended for universal suffrage, and op-
posed the pending amendment. If suflrage was
qhuauned. there would be an Indocement o keap
the negro from learning to read aud write, 80 65 to
keep him from the batlot. If it was nuiversal, the
people would be driven to the education of the ne-
ETO. 10 make him an intelligent voler.

Mr. WILSON, of Muassachusetts, replied to the
speech of Mr, Foster. He felt sorry Mr. Foster
hnd ndvocated the pending amendment, While he
(Mr. Wilson) was oppoeed to making reading and
Wriling a teat, he dlu believe that they were great
alde to 8 voter, Hut if his amendment should pre-
wail, the cause of education would be retarded in
this District; ths same bitter hostility to the colored
race that prevalled ln this city would be continnsd
and increasad, If none but the colored men who
could rend aud write were nllowed to vole, the ene.
mies of the colored men would see to it that thers
were no opportunities given them to learn to resd
and write. Thisamendment was a proposition to re-
tard education. Let the suffrage be unlversal,and it
would be an incentive to education. He had heard
f great deal sald about impartial saffrage. It was
a foolish idea, which would result in hindering
the education of the block man, He had heard )t
said that the Senate should restriot instead of en-
Inrging suffrage. That idea was aristocratic, not
democratic. If the mnegroos of Virginia got the
right to vole, you would filnd Wise and tcher
attempting to prove that they had always been
friends of the negro. They will make afidavits
that they are related to them; that the same blood
runs io thelr velos that conrsas through the veius
of the blnck man. No doabt the Damocrats wonld
{ntn greal many voles from the blagk men, if the

Jemocrats treated them better than the Republi-
caps, and be hoped they would,

Mr. HENDRIUKS, of Indisna, was uaable to

ree with Mr. Uowan o the construction he had
given to the nmendment of Mr. Dixon. He thought
the eiluct of that amendment would be good. He
did not favor intelligence qualifications as o gene.
al thing, but &8 10 his partionlar proposilion, he
was in favor of it 1n the northwest he bad foand a
great many men who were uot able to read who
were silll quite intelligont, Tihoy slways attendsd
public discussions,and becams well (nformed by
mingling with otl’u. Bul this was uot true of the
nogro 16 this Dhstriot, jast come from the tarm, who
had never heard & qusstion i Jaw or politics dis.

Sections & and 9 are those added on motion of Mr.
WILSON, to prevént and punizsh bribery at elecs

House of Represcentlatives,

Mr. DONNELLY,of Minnesotaantroduced i bill
to reorganize the Department of Agricultare. Or-
dered 1o be printed,snd referred to the Commitise on
Agricuiture. The bill provides that within twenty
days after ita passage the Fresident shall, with the
andyice and consent of the Senate, appointa Come.
missioner and Assistant Commissioner of the Ag-
ricultural Department. It also provides for a
Burean of Mines and Mining, sulject to the control
of the Commissioner, 1t regulates the purchass of
eeeds and Ejnmn in foreign countries, and provides
that onesthird of all such purchases shall be dis-
tributed by the department, and the remainder dis-
tributed equally by the members of Qongress, and
that the Commissioner shall anoually report to
CUopgress the amount so parchased and distribntad,

Mr. WINDOM, ot Minnesotn, Introduced a bill
to Incorporate the District of Columbis Oanzl nnd
Sewnnﬁe Compu:& Referred to the Committes
on the Distriot of lambin.

On motion of Mr, PIKE, the Prosident was di-
récted to communicate all ofMolnl documents, lot-
ters, pajyers, &o., in his possession relative 10 the
trial, by milltary commlssion, aud conviction of
Crewiford, Keys and others for the murder of E.
Smith and others; also, in regard to their transfer
to Fort Delaware and subseguent release.

On motlon of Mr. TAYLOR, of Tennessee, the
Becretary of War was directed to furnish any in-
formation in the War Department in reference to
the New Orieacs riot of S0th July last, including
poy telegrephic dispatohes sent or received: also,
reporis snd testimony taken before a military com-
mlﬂlcn in the matler.

Mr, &{SH BURNE, of Illinois, moved to strike
out & ragraph appropriating 170,867 for defi-
clency for wurE done or being done by the corpo-
Tatios of Washing'on eity in frdnt of and noross
goversment properiy. He sald he was not digposed
10 vole mgtiey for ‘hie city,

The paragraph was stricken ont—yeas 56, niys

Mr. SCOFIELD, of Penuaylvania, moved fo
stirike out the paragraph appropriatiog ®2460,000 for
the State Department, and reqoested information
sboutit. He had heard it sald that it was o in-
doce Surrett 1o come to this country and recelve
bis pardon, 8s ihere wera no pardon Agencies es-
tabliebed in Burcpe, (Laughter )

Nr STEVENS snid that he had himaself baan
indlsposed &t first to recommend that item to the
Apypropriation Qommittes. He hnad therefore re-
guested Mr, Seward,who |8 a yonng man, (laugh-
ter) to eall upon him and give him ihe necsdsary
intormntion, And NMr. Seward had done wo, He
wounld =ay to gentlemen 1hat they bnd talked about
npyithing exeept business, and Mr. Seward had
einvinced bim thiat the sppropriation Was neces-
rary and proper, It comprised yarious matiere
Tbe government had large sults pendiog in Ea.
rope, principally In Eogland aud France, to re.
COVEr properiy which hnd belonged to the cons
federate government, and Lhese suita wers Very
expeneive. The aggregate amount involved was
over twenty milllons, and it was supposed that n
very large ;wportlon of that smount would be
recovered. The axpenses in tracking Surratt all
over Europe were Inrge, nnd the S'ale Department
have to pay the additional expenses of the govern-
ment vessel that was conveying Sarrait to this
country. Then the State Deprriment pald the ¢x-
penses of the reception of (Queen Emma in this
country and of her return o Honoluln., It al=o
had to pay the expenses of the recent expedition to
Mexico,

Mr, SCOFIELD expressed himsel{ satiefied with
the explanntion. He had not koo wn bol that soms
portof the approprinstion might have been intended
to puay the expenses of the Premdential party
ewinging svonnd the cirele.

Mr. STEVENS assured him that po part of the
uflt-’ropnanun would be applicd to that purpose,
nithough he vndersiood there were some nupald
bille In cornection with that trip.

Mr. SCOFIELD then whhdrew his motion,

The Committee rose and reported the bill to the
House,

The smendment made on Mr. Washhurne's
motion in Commities, striking out an appropria.
tion ¢! $170,000 for work In public improvement of
Waebingten Olty was taken uop, and guve rise to
comsiderable discussion. The amendment Wits
agreed to, and the approprintion wis etrack out,
The till was then passed.

(0 contingont expenses of forelgn Intercourse,
$250,000, The bill alao lucrenses the pay of the ad-
ditiopal polies Torce Uity per cent,, from the firstof
November, 1500,

The Houee then went Into Qommittes of the
Whole, Mr. Ashley, of Ohig, in the chair, on the
President's anounl message.

Mr. Wentworih, of Illinols, was entitled to the
floor, but e ing temporarily absent,

Mr. WARD, of New York, addressed the Com-.
mittee, stating that the sublime verdiet of the
people at the recent electivn wns not to be mison-
derstocd. It ndmonished the President that his
policy of making war upon Congress, of galvaniz-
inginto life the rebellion by reinsiating in power its
lendess in the form of pretended Siste goverds
ments in the south, had turned out simply to be i
mopetrans engine of fraud and oppression. The
FPresident's extroordinary use of the pardoning
power, his removing from office ecarred and
moimed Union soldiers, and puttivg in their places
the creatures of his will, with & view tosap the in-
dependence of Congress and debaoch the people;
has spstaining the murder of NewOrleans patriots,
and, o short, nearly Lhe whole of his acts, of-
ficial and uncilicialy, from his fourth of Maroh pre.
sentition to his wgyrations'' round the circle, had
been repudiated and reboked by the people, to
which he go confidently anppealed, by more than
balfa million majority.

Congress was nlso admmonished that the people
wounld insist to the last upon the adoption of the
constitutional amendment recently submitted to
the Siaes, and o noevenl shoold that he nhan-
doned. Congress must go on and complete the
great work that God and the people had commit.
ted (o thelr chorge, and the ilieg State govern-
ments of the south must be rejected. Congress had
ample power under the Constitution to empower
the people of the gouth, who had deen deprived by
tne rebellion of all civil government, irrespective
of Yace or color, to recorganize their State govern-
ments, Congrees should do this, and should su-
thorize all male eitizens, not disgualified by tren.
eon or other crime, except those who had held office
under the rebel usarpation, who had been gue-
iline, murderers, or leaders in the rebellion, to vola,
Suffroge should be secured to all loyal men, so
tha! they can protect ithemse) ves with the ballot, ns
they protected the government with the bullet, nnd
oll men vwhobod been rebels should be disgualiiied
from holdivg office. The rebel landers, instend of
demunding seals in Congreéss, should be sulfering
from ‘he prescure of hemp, asd oo political fran-
chises or power ehould be given toany of them.
